Superintendent of police Morgan A. 


Collins declared 
the, police killers 


should be indicted and hanged before 
the day ended. Two of the wounded 
men . may die. Shortly before noon 
he death list stood at three: Police 
Sergeant Charles Walsh, almost in- 
stantly killed in battle: Sergeant H. 
Olson, died-in a hospital: John Genna. 
gangster, died of wounds. The wound- 
ed: Sergeant Michael Conway. shot 
near the heart, may die: John Stall 
gangster: Albert Anmalie. gangster. 


The battle burst after a chase of 


nearly a mile and a half on Western- 
ive after the police s-:uad of four ser- 
geants from the detective bureau saw

Shipping Board Men Resent 


Interference By Coolidge

Washington,' D. C.—President Coo- 


lidge's suggestion* that the emergency 
fleet corporation instead-of the ship- 
ping board conduct preliminary nego- 
tiations for thij sale of ships is a move 
in" the direction of efficiency rather 
than a curtailment of the powers of 
the board itself. 


This is the view being placed on 


the president's letter in contradication 
more or less of earlier reports thai 
Mr. Coolidge was endeavoring to cure 
the discord .m the board by giving the 
emergency flee corporation some of 
the board's functions. 
• "The indications now are that the 
president's recommendation will be 
accepted 'without dissent. 
Members 


of the board say the emergency flee 
corporation has always negotiated the 
sale of single ships and that the pro- 
posal of the president will result in 
less confusion because all negotiations 
will be centralized. It is pointed out 
that the president expressly says the 
negotiations shall not be final until 
approved by the board and that the 
fleet corporation's 
recommendations 


arc not binding. 


The president's letter is the culmi- 


nation of all sorts of rumors and re- 
ports that individual members of the 
shipping board are approached 
with 


respect to negotiations and that the 
result is frequently a. debate on poli"- 
tical and personal influence as applied 
to prospective sales. 


Under the nexv arrangement. Ad- 


miral Palmer, head of the fleet cor- 
poration, who is -neither a political ap- 
pointee nor a partisan of any parti-1 


culat policy, will have -his subordi- 
nates conduct negotiations wtth< any 
prospective"- purchaser and after a 
thorough 
investigation 
will 
make 


concrete 
recommendations 'to ' the 


shipping board submitting all"facts. 
There will then be no oral or collater- 
al 
understandings and everything 


about the transaction will be placed 
before the board for its decision. 


Asked about the frequent neces- 


sity of executive Interference in the 
affairs of the shipping board, mem 
bers say it is not unusual, as the 
shipping board has many complex pro- 
blems, and Mr.' Coolidge is simply 
trying1 to suggest efficiency methods 
wherever possible, just as he would 
in other departments^ of the govern 
ment. 
There is no question, how 


ever, that here and there inside the 
board there has been resentment be- 
cause Mr. .Coolidge has intervened, 
but his defenders insist some in- 
fluence had to be brought to bear in 
order to carry out the policy' of get- 
ting the 
ships into1' private 
hands 


through the best offers available. 


When congress meets, of course, 


legislation 
will again be asked 
to 


make the separation shipping board 
and the emergency fleet corporation 
complete. 
The present divorce 
is 


more or less informal and is due to 
the president's request rather than any 
flat of law. . If the two establishments 
are separated, the fleet corporation 
will have entire charge of operations 
and the shipping hoard will take care 
of such sales as must be .made and 
such regulations governing shipping 
a sa whole as the interstate commerce 
commission now makes with reference 
to transportation on land. •

marriage to .which a tubercular per 
son was a party could be annulled un- 
der the provision, denying the inno- 
cent ^party restitution. Furthermore, 
he declared, the pioposed act 
could 


not be enforced. 


"It io well kno-.vn 
that 
parents 


afflicted with pulmonary tuberculosis 
may raise children free from 
such 


tuberculous, if they "observe ths prop- 
er sanitary rules." said the \eto mes- 
sage. ^-''Therefore,',' whjle harm may 
come. Tfrom such unions, the harm 
arises' through failure 
to properly 


protect the child nfte.- birth." 


"Pulmonary tuberculosis," it con 


tinued. "is an, insidious disease, often- 
time^ unknown, to the afflicted, and 
^unless medical authority is" consulted, 
the afflicted 'may^never "acquife~'know- 
ledpe of his or her afflicted 'condition 
until the 
disease has wrought 
its 


havoc. If the afflicted consults medi- 
cal authority, then the knowledge of 
the existence of such disease cannot 
be divulged by the physician. There- 
fore,* public authority attempting to 
prosecute in such cases would find it 
utteily impossible to obtain the evi 
dence of the disease, unless the party 
confessed 
thereto, and few people, 


even free from .criminal charge, will 
confess to such afflication. 
Clearly, 


therefore, the provision acainst pul- 
monary tubercular persons contract- 
ing marriage would go unenforced. 
and the only possible value it might 
have would be educational. 


"A. person afflicated with inc'pient 


active tuberculosis, being piohibited 
from contracting1. a marriage, may 
nevertheless legally enter into marl- 
tal relations without the knowedge of 
the other party and without any op- 
portunity for 
the other party 
to 


obtain knowledge of such affliction, 
until the disease has reached that 
stage where 
the ordinary layman 


tnows there is something wrong. In 
nocent parties, therefore, 'have enter- 
ed into an illegal contract that is ab 
solutely void. 


"An 
action 
for 
annulment, 
of 


course, then lies. 
In such actions, 


lowever assuming the innocent party 
;o be the illegal wife, she has no pro 
.ection as to property rights that 
have obtained. The man so afflicted 
may bring suit to annul s'ich mar- 
•iage and leave the innocent woman 
vithout a single dollar for support, 
even long years atcr the original mar- 
riage, and after children have been 
born, and after the woman is incap- 
able of earning a livelihood. In such 
actions there is no possibility for per- 
manent alimony or division of pro- 
perty."

COMMUNISM AND FREE SPEECH 
The supreme court of the United States 


• by a vote of six to three of its judges has I 
decided that any one of the states in the 
Union, if its law making body so desires, 
may enact laws punishing as a crime the 
preachment of anarchy or in other words, 
may prohibit the dissemination of the com- 
munistic doctrine of overthrowing the 
government by violence. 
The supreme 


court does. not hold that such a law is 
either wise or unwise but merely that the 
various states have the power to pass such 
laws under the constitution. The dissent- 
ing judges were of the opinion that such 
a law was unconstitutional unless the lan- 
guage ^>f ^he agitator was "used in such 
a way and of such a nature as to create 
clear and present danger that it will bring 
about the evil that the state has the right 
to prevent," in other words, violence. 
The majority of the court, however, was 
of the opinion that each state in the Union 
has the right to punish the mere advocacy 
of violent action against the government 
even if there does not appear to tyj.any 
pvesent danger or "its actual" use. 
'• 


It is a satisfactory thing that each state 


shall have power, as the supreme court 
holds, to prohibit the dissemination of 
communistic doctrine, which is the doc- 
trine of violence, but whether or not that 
power should be exercised by the state is 
a wholly different question.,. Those who 
wish to advocate the violent overthrow of - 
a government generally fall back upon 
their alleged constitutional privelege of 
free speech, mistaking and misunderstand- 
ing entirely the use of the words free 
speech, yet the right of the legislature to 
restrict the freedom of speech is a right 
which should be exercised with great care 
and caution. 


Freedom of speech and of the press are 


the (cornerstone of Anglo-Saxon demo- 
cratic institutions. .This freedom is not an 


. absolute license to speak or to publish 


anything that one pleases, freed from all 
liability, else slander and libel and other 
similar malicious acts would go entirely 
unpunished: 
these rights, like 
other 


rights, must be exercised by people with 
'•some consideration for the rights of 
others. 


Now that we know that each state may 


prohibit the doctrines of anarchy or com- 
munism, it still remains a grave question 
of public policy whether or not the state 
should" enact any such law. 
Nauseous, 


ignorant and suicidal to all peace and or- 
der and happiness, as are these Russian 
doctrines, it may generally be said that 
the advocacy of them among a^i intelli- 
gent race of people never even gains a 
toe-hold. Their only danger in the Unit- 
ed States is in those communities that are 
largely populated by the foreign born 
from southern and eastern Europe, unac- 
quainted with our institutions, untutored, 
unable to read or write the English lan- 
guage. It needs that sort of a backward 
ioil for communism to prosper. 
Aside 


from that there 1s no danger here from 
the Italian doctrine nor any of jt.s cous- 
ins. No normal man or woman of intelli- 
gence has ever been known to bclicvo in 
force when the ballot is at hand. 


England does not prevent the teaching 


of communism. In Hyde Park or Trafal- 
gar Square, the men of wild cy<« and wild- 
er language arc porniltcd to utter words 
that come to their tongue, the wilder the 
better. A little coterie of men may listen 
for a while, laugh and move on. England 
Tests her fonn of government upon the 
education and the intelligence of the En- 


glish people. In spite of adverse economic 
conditions in England during the last six 
years, grave unemployment, high prices 
and low wages, there has been no tendency 
flu-re to forsake the paths of law and or- 
der for the jungles of anarchy. 
The En- 


glishman knows that when things are bad 
it is not going to make them better to get 
mad: anarchy is the doctrine of hatred/ 
the theory of the near-insane. 


Among a class of people who arc with- 


out rudimentary knowledge of govern- 
mental institutions and lacking the intel- 
ligence to understand, there may of course 
be danger of sporadic acts of violence re- 
sulting from anarchistic teaching. It was 
just such teaching coming to the bewil- 
dered mind of a Russian immigrant that 
ended in the assassination of the lamented 
McKinley. 


Each state in the Union should size tip 


its own people before it prohibits the 
teaching of violence in the overthrow of 
government. Unless it has within its bor-i 
ders a large mass of the densely ignorant, 
we think it would be poor policy to pro- 
hibit a public discussion of the theory of 
anarchy. We have too much faith'in the 
intellectual ability of men and women who 
can read and write the English-language 
to doubfthe outcome. On the other hand, 
the most efficient way of defeating wild 
theory is to permit its due consideration 
and communism, while more of the char- 
acter of a disease than theory, cannot 
live in the same atmosphere with intelli- 
gent discussion. 


Prohibiting the discussion of anarchy 


.in times of war is a case of another color 
entirely. War. and the UQcessity of unit- 
ed action, are in a class by themselves. 
When a nation has its back to the wall 
and is fighting for its very existence, it 
cannot direct its attention from well- to 
anything excepting the enemy in front. It^ 
has no time to be heckled or badgered by 
a few featherbrained individuals at home. 
It must use all its resources and "devote all 
its energies to the one purpose of termin- 
ating the war successfully. 
Under such 


conditions of affairs or some similar emer- 
gency, the prohibition of communistic dis- 
cussion might be good policy; otherwise, 
we think it should be permitted. 


ROADS HOT LUXURIES 


The mileage; of hard-surfaced roads is 


estimated by the United States depart- 
me^it of'agriculture at between 450.000 
and 475.000 miles. It corrects an as- 
sumption likely to have gained ground 
that the amount of road building sched- 
uled for any one year provides a net gain 
in road improvement.' A large part of 
the work carried on annually, the major 
part probably, consists in rebuilding or re-, 
.^surfacing'roads previously rated as hard- 
surface roads but which need repair. The 
actual gain "in new construction since 
1921 is estimated at not greatly in ex- 
cess of 6CLOOO miles- Thus the 24.000 
miles of work under way this year will not 
provide an equal mileage gained in hard 
roads, though the increase will be ma- 
terial. 


Improved roads, the department re- 


marks, are not luxuries. For the move- 
ment of every vehicle over a road there is 
a certain cost which is less if the road be 
improved than if it be left unimproved. 
The only limit that should be placed on 
expenditure for road improvement is the 
amount which can be saved in vehicle op-. 
crating costs. On this basis of reasoning 
the country pays for improved roads 
whether it has them or not. 
It p'ays less 


by "having them than by not having them.

Is it not the fault 
f the state? Has Jfhe state not failed to "control" 
he prcventible disease? Has not the state's officer, 
he health commissioner, failed In his duty to pro- 
ect the public from the spread of such disease? By 
'hat reasoning can the state transfer the burden 
f the cost of such protection of the' public to the 
boulders of the victim of the state's own negll- 
ence? 
That the state has long abused citizens in this 


matter Is no argument for the Justice of the prac- 
Ice. A king long before my reign felt that he had 
he right to levy-burdensome taxes upon the colon- 
sia of this country, but the colonists held a tea 
arty and ovrturned a precedent. 
So when I am king we'll have a fair schedule 
f compensation rates to be paid to the victim of 
isolation or quarantine, in honest recognition of 
h» sacrifice such citizen makes in behalf of the

problem of human nature rather than 
a problem of statistics. The Babson 
Institute, however, has recently been 
making: some studies of common la- 
bor conditions, the 
conclusions of 


which-are very illuminating. Concern- 
ing these Mr. Babson states as fol- 
lows: 
."Whatever may be true of any sec- 


tion of the country or any line of in- 
dustry, the fact nevertheless remains 
ihat common labor is today getting 
more in commodities for an 
_hour's 


work than ever before in the history 
of the world. Furthermore, there is 
practically no unemployment today 
amongst common labor, while the de- 
mand for common labor in most sec- 
tions of the country exceeds the sup- 
ply. 
This condition is due to many 


reasons, but probably it is primarily 
due to the restrictions that have been 
mposed on immigration since the 
war. 
People who have not studied 


he figures little, realize the extent to 
ivhsch the supply, of common labor 
hsa been cut off. In 1913 (fiscal year 
ndmg June 30. 1914)—the year pre- 
ceding the war—1.21S.4SO immigrants 
came to this country. 
During 
the

las been cut down as shown by the 
following table:

Com- 
mon labor wages in. the South have 
•icubled and trebled since 1913. and 
"n most sections common labor wages 
?re now above the peak of war times. 
In some sections, where the rate r»t 
present is,60 cents an hour, attempts 
are being made to raise this 
to 80 


cents. 


"It is interesting to note that the 


wages of common labor have climbed 
upward without the aid of any labor 
union. There 
are. 
of course, 
in- 


stances where common labor is union- 
ized, but these are very few. Econ- 
omists point to this fact as evident 
of their statement that labor unions 
do not increase wages in the Jons 
run. Labor unions improve working 
conditions and tend to restrict the sup 
ply. but they never secure for labor 
more waces in the terms of com 
modities for an hour's woVk than if 
the unions did not exist. This state- 
ment is apparently borne out by the 
fact that the greatest" reduction in 
wages dunnc the past month has 
b«en In some of the most hichly or- 
ganized industries such as the textile, 
shoe, and mining trades. Most of th« 
wage increases, on the other hand, 
have been among civic employes 
and common labor which have practi- 
"ally no labor • union?.

ness and new output records have 
been frequent, but none approaching 
within 100 of tho remarkable figure 
of Tuesday. 


On April 28 the domestic plants 


beat a record of 7.4S2 established a 
year ago by assembling 7.594 cars 
and trucks. This record stood until 
May 12 when production went to 7.- 
732.
